Faulkner's Amendment for Present 
Store and American Silver Coinage, 


TO BE SUPPLEMENTED BY A DISCRE- 
TIONARY BOND IStVE PROVISION, 


Senators Harris and Sherman Talk on 
White Metal—Fears of the Ohio Man 
Against Whom Voorhees Is Quoted— 
Frogress of the Debate—Testing Steel 
Plates—Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee Hearing. 


WasuInGTror, D. C., Sept. 2.—A compro- 
mise will be reached in ths Senate early next 
week. It will be inthe nature of the Faulk- 
neramendment and an additional amend- 
ment,authorizing the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to sell bonds when necessary to maintain 
the gold reserve. This is the work 
of Senator Gorman andwill have the ap- 
proval ofthe Administration. It is regarded 
asa faircompromise. A Democratic caucus 
will endorse it, and Senators Aldrich 
and Allison have guaranteed a sufficient Re- 
publican support tb make up for the 
votes of the Populists, who will be sure to 
vote against it. Senator Gorman believes 
thata vote onthis can be secured without 
much trouble. 

Mr. Cameron (Rep.) of Pennsylvania pre 
sented a petition in the Senate this morning, 
Signed, he said, by i144 manufacturers 
of Phildelphia, representing $75,000,000 
capital, employing 101,000 men, with a yearly 
product of $750,000,000, In favor of legislation 
to preserye the protective character of the 
tariff and the integrity of silver asa money 
metal. The petition favors the admission of 
American silver bullion to coinage upon 
the payment by the ownerofa seignorage 
absorbing three-fourths of the difference be- 
tween the London price of bullion and its 
value when coined. It was printed as a 


document. 

The bill to repeal the coinage law 
of 1890 (the Sherman law) was taken 
up and Mr. Harris (Dem.) of Ten- 
nessee addressed the Senats in 
opposition to the bill. He said that 


the passage of the bill meant no m ore legal 
tender and that silver should only be used as 
fractional currency, which meant practi- 
cally the demonetization of silver for mono- 
metallism—the gold standard. Referring to 


the platform of the Republican 
and Democratic parties, Mr. Har- 
ris said the i yepresentatives of the 


Populist party on the floor of tne Senate 
must excuse him for not quoting the plat- 
form of their party, for that party was not 
great and would only become so when the 
Republican and Democratic parties failed to 


carry out. their pleages to the peo- 
pie. He ridiculed the idea of 
maintaining the purity of gold and 


Silver, which the substitute of the Finance 
Committee declares to be the policy of the 
Government when one metal was degraded 
by legislation and the other boomed. He 
favored the coinage of the entire American 
product ot silver at any ratio to be agreed 
upon. saying that of 16 to 1 would De satis- 
actory. 

wr. Harris said he always understood that 
Mr. Sherman believed and had stated that 
the limited colmage provided for by the 
Bland-Allison act would r the United 
States to a silver standard and drive gold out 
ofthe country. He would be glad toknow 
that he was mistaken, andhe would indulge 
the hope thatthe Senator from Ohio wouid 
join him at least to the extent of rehabilitat- 
ing the Bland-Allisonactand going back to 
that amouat of coinage, if not more. 

Mr. Sherman said he believed, as he always 
had, that the continued purchase of silver, 
either under the Bland- Allison act or the act 
of 1890, without limitation, continuously, 
would unquestionably bring the country toa 
time when gold woull disappear from circu- 
lation and silver would be the only standard. 
The free coinage of silver, in his opinion, 
woudl result in a silver standard. The act of 
1890 would tend in the same direction, and in 
time would undoubtedly bring the country to 
a single silver standard. ‘Therefore, he 
favored the abandonment of the system. 

„The Senator from Ohio thinks,“ asked 
Mr. Harris, ‘‘thatthe unlimited coinage of 
silver would drive goid outof the country 
— Os ee us absolutely to a silver stand-

SURPRISES, IF NOT REMORSE. 


The, exciting scene in the House yester- 
day, which ended with a tremendous 
thumping of his desk by the Speaker to 
restore order, had come near culminating 
in a thumping of one member by another, 
a question of veracity having been raised 
between an honorable gentleman from 
Massachusetts and an honorable gentleman 
from Illinois—both honorable men.

THs horrible story of a plot to blow up 


the parliament house in Vienna would be 
incredible had it not received confirmation 
beforehand by similar conspiracies, suc- 
cessiul and otherwise, in the past. But it 
may be questioned if these atrocities are 
really connected with any political theory. 
No doubt the vaporings of blatant agita- 
tors have much to do with suggesting 
such plots, but the real bottom to them 
lies an the criminal propensities of de- 
praved wretches who, for the most part, 
are incapable of entertaining any political 
idea whatever. They are madmen, with a 
turn for erime. They havea lust for de- 
struction which springs from their own 
perverted natures and is not imbibed from 
doctrinal teachings. They would be 
criminals under any govern ment or in any 
form of society. 

Some journals are disposed to tolerate 
Ambassador Van Alen because the office of 
Ambassador is a useless one, that any swell! 
may fili to the satisfaction of the absurd 
courts of Europe. Perhaps such offices are 
kept up for the same reason that the rob- 
ber tariff has been maintained—the neces- 
sity of a campaign fund. The rich man 
who contributes to a campaign fund may 
be rewarded with a place abroad. The 
manufacturer who contributes to a cam- 
peign fund is rewarded by an increase of 
duty on the article he manufactures.

There were six of the train robbers. They 
had all of their plans carefully laid for the 
looting ofa particular train. The rallroad 
people got wiad of the enterprise. They 
made up an imftétion train precisely like the

St. Louis as a Literary Center. 
From the Boston Herald. 

St. Louis has Jong been regarded as a sort 
of literary oasis in the great West. After 
one leaves New York, it is the first point 
where the thought centers that literature 
and letters have established a home. Once 
this was not the case, even at St. Louis, Dut 
twenty-five years ago, when Dr, William T. 
Harris was Superintendent of.the Public 
Schools in that city, a group of notable men 
and women began the studyof Platoand 
Hegel. Dr. Harris was at the head of this 
company, although several German gentie- 
men, at once scholars and thinkers, were 
associated with bim in his studies. The 
mouthpiece of this new school of culture was 
the Journal of Speculative Philosophy, which 
was started by Dr. Harris, and to whicn the 
friends of this movement contributed. 
Among them the chief lIlterary repre- 
sentative was Mr. Denton J. Snider, 
who, during the last twelve years, has 
been engaged in interpreting the deep things 
of life and art, as they are found in Homer, 
Dante, Shakspeare and Goethe, to the intel- 
lectual necessities of his fellow citizens. Mr 
Snider has been a wandering scholar, and 
has disseminated in a great many cities and 
towns of the Northwest the beginnings of 
intellectual culture, as he has expounded to 
intelligent but comparatively uneducated 
people the truths and principles of life which 
be has found in what he calls the ‘*‘Literary 
Bibies’’ of the world. If the brilliant com- 
pany of scholarly and thoughtful men and 
women once gathered at St. Louls is. now 
scattered, itis because they have entered 
upon special fields of usefuiness in other 
directions; but they gave St. Louis a reputa- 
tion for philosophy and ietters and gen- 
oral culture which not even Chicago, with its 
university and its Fair and its growing repu- 
tation as a publishing center, can take 
away.

Into the United States. 


New Tom., Sept. 2.—Inspector J. T. 
Scharf bas Gone good work in his investiga- 
tions of the methods employed ip smuggling 
Chinese laborers into the United States as 
merchants. The system has been worked 
with great success ever since the enactment 
of the law prohibiting all Chinamen, except 
merchants, professional men and students, 


from landing on these shores. 

The power behind these Chinese smugglers 
is tremendous. It aggregates hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and many prominent 
men are indirectly interested in the trafic. 
This was shown a short time ago, whena 
Chinaman was arraigned in one of the police 
courts on atrivial offense. Among the men 

oe who — Oa alively interest in 

he prisoner’s welfare was an official of the 
Canadian Pacific Rallroad. The interest this 
railroad has in the heathen is made plain 
when it is said that for every Chinaman 
brought by It from Vancouver to some speci- 
fied point an Lake Erie or further into this 
State by trahsfer, it receives $100. 

Mr. Scharf. has been so diligent that this 
trafic seems Woomed to desfruction. It 
didn’t teke e to discover that the 
Chinese agencies here had n 
for violating the law. He learned that 
Chinese laborers were shipped in bond, like 
merchandise, to San Francisco, from there to 
New Orleans, and thence to Havana. The 
scheme ado opted to get the men from Havana 
here puzzied him tor a time. Finally he got 
track of two Ohinamen in this city 


named Chu Fung and Chu Shea, who, he was 
sure, were the head and front of the whole 
system. He learned also that these men had 
established anagency at Havana, and were 
dealing in bogus naturalization papers. 
Then he got some evidence that enabled him 
one find ou Que, one of the smuggled men. 
This man’s story laid the whole plan bare. 
His name is Jou Que and be tells an interest- 
ing story. Here itis:

RICHARDS’ EXAMINATION. 


It Consumes the Day in His Suit Against 
the Ridgley Estate. 


The case of John R. Richards for $19,840.40 
against the estate of his uncle, Stephen 
Ridgeley, for services rendered in looking 
after it was resumed in the Probate Court at 
noon to-day.

Mr. Bacon then took up the cross-exaemina- 
tion, He endeavored to make it appear that 
on Mr. Richards’ caper de the property he 
had to oversee, for which he 
had presented a bill at the rate 
of $1,000 a year, embraced during 
the last "years of Mr. Ridgiley’s life, only a 
few notes, which required Iittle looking 
after, anda special deposit in bank which 
required no attention at all. 

r. Richards was questioned closely as to 
what he was worth when he came up from 
New Orleans at Stephen Ridgiey’s request, 
and what he was worth when the old gentle- 
man died. Mr. Bacon’s theory is that while 
Mr. Richards claimed to have given his whole 
time to Mr. Ridgley’s business he was really 

atthe same time managing his own affairs 
very tnriftily. 

Mr. Bacon’s examination to- day embraced 
going through the books to see what propor- 
tion of the entries was made by Mr. Ridgiey 
and what proportion by Mr. Richards. Dur- 
ing many months Mr. Richards had to 
admit that Mr. Ridgiey’s entries were 
much more numerous than nis, At 
one stage of Mr. Bacon’s minute inguiry 
Mr. Richards got nettied, and said, a little 
testily, ‘**I wish you would let me off of this 
as soon as you can.“ 

Mr. Bacon kind! 54 replied that he would 
keep Mr. Richards there acouple of days 
more, if necessary, to get down to the bot- 
tom of the business.

Oincinnati, 

The ‘‘squeal’’ as to Hardin’s whereabouts 
was evidently given by somebody who has 
known them all along. It was received 
Wednesday night too late to catch the Oineln- 
nati tram, and was reported to Ohief Des- 
mond by Detectives Allender and Smith. It 
was necessary that Allender should attend 
the Hedgepeth trial in St. Charles, yester- 
day, and Smith was sent over to Oincinnati 
alone. He arrived last evening about 8 
o’clock, and after calling on Ohief Deitch 
received the aid of Detectives Witte an 
Bulmer, called at the house where the 
wounded train robber was stopping.

HERDS OF REINDESR. 


Strange Story of a Missionary From Por- 
cupine River. 

A remarkable story is told by Rev. R. OC. 
Wallis, a missionary of the Episcopal Church, 
who arrived in San Francieco last Saturday, 
from the Porcupine River, in the British pos- 
sessions, Just over the line of Alaska, on the 


edge of the Rocky Mountains. 

It is mainly about the intense cold, the im- 
mense herds of reindeer, and the "sublime 

magnificence of the aurora borealis. Dr. 
* Allis has been seven years in the wilds of 
the Porcupine River, and forthe past eight- 
een months his wife hes been with him, 
assisting in teachiug the Indians. 

It Goes not appear to be generally known 
that there are vast herds of remdeer in that 
partofthe countr Dr. Sheldon Jackson 
Superintendent of ducation for Alaska, an 
Capt. Healy of the Bear, have fora couple of 
years been importing reindeer from Siberia 
and this is the reason for the supposed 
scarcity throughout that region, but the 
scarcity appears to De toward the Southern, 
Southwestern and Northern coasts. In the 
interior there are myriads of them. 

hex are remarkably numerous every- 
where about my mission near the mouth of 
the Porcupine River.“ said the reverend 
gentleman. Back toward the mountains 
from my house 1 have seen great bands of 
them, and almost everywhere I looked I 
could see them. This summer when the ice 
broke up on the river l remember seeing six 
orseven of them on a cake of ice floating 
ot a and I gaw many others floating on the 

e 

For much of the time Ihave lived at the 
mission. I have subsisted almost exclusively 
on reindeer meat. It is very good, and I may 
say it is about theonly kind of meat you 
don’t get tired of. Ithink it is better, all 
things considered, than beef and that you can 
eat it longer without its palling on you. Itis 
& Venison more than anything else. The In- 
dians eat it almost exclusively and they are 
very big and strong. Some of them are 6 
feet in height and the average is about 5 feet 
10 inches, They are genuine North Ameri- 
can Indians and not the Aleuts, Esquimaux 
or a mixture of the two, 

keep an Indian hunter, and he supplies 
me with all the reindeer meat I want. e 
also brings in IW Cucks. bear and other 
game as I need it ave learned to shoot 
3 well myself, as the white men do in 

hat region or anywhere contiguous to it. 
The CucKs and grouse, like the reindeer, are 
remarkably good eating 

It is fearfully cold there. Last winter the 
thermomerer Was fora week at a time down 
to "60 deg., and 1 have seenit go even con- 
siderably lower. At no time in the winter, 
nor we other winters thatI have been 
there, was it higher than 0 This 
cold is excruciating. Wo in 
a solid log house, a g warm 
one, but manya time I have awakened in 
the night and found the blankets, which 
were — +: well up under the nose, frozen 
into a cake of ice. Sometimes the intense 
cae cakes the blankets for a long distance 

own. 

‘*‘Meats and everything froze, and you 
would throw them anywhere without think. 
ing. The worst experience was trying to 
make bread. The yeast would freeze ln spite 
of you, oftentimes even when the greatest 
cafe was exercised. If you stepped out 
everything was 60 stilland so intensely cold 
you could bear yourself breathe. It had a 
rustling sound. 

I discovered a queer thing about the 
cold, and it Was this: Below 40 deg. you 
didn’t nottes it any more than 0, It might 
80 to 60, or eren more, but it made 80 little 
difference that you didn’t hotice it, It was 
practically the same to you.“
